CHICAGO. 
April 
16.—Followers 
of college sports, from Florida to 
Hawaii, are going to send the 1948 
U. S. Olympic team to London. 
A voluntary assessm ent plan, to 
be used by every college in the 
country at one hom e game in any 
sport, is aim ed at raising more than 
$150,000 at the rate of 26 cents per 
spectator. 
And that, the N. C. A. A. Olympic 
financing com m ittee figures, should 
do the trick. 
Fans Will Fay 
C om m ittee C hairm an 
H a r r y 
Stuhldreher, athletic director of the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin, outline ; 
the plan in Chicago following a 
m eeting with the other com m ittee 
members. H. Jam ison Sw artz oi the 
University of Pennsylvania and Al­ 
fred R. M asters of Stanford U ni­ 
versity. 
According to the plan, a voluntary 
paym ent of 25 cents m ay be m ade 
over and above the ticket price for 
w hatever home gam e a given col­ 
lege 
m ay designate 
as 
“Olympic 
Fund R aising”. 
If, for example, Notre Dame df‘~ 
cides to do its pan in the cam paign 
at its hom e football gam es, you can 
pay the established price and get 
in to see the game. As a voluntary 
move on your part, you can add 25 
cents for th e Olympic fund 
The com m ittee took great pains to 
stress the voluntary aspect of th e j 
plan because of a treasury d ep art­ 
m ent ruling that such an assess­ 
m ent is non-taxable only if no com ­ 
pulsion is involved. 
Will Get Certificate 
A handsom ely-engraved certificate j 
will go w ith each 25 cent paym ent i 
m ade. 
T here is, of course, the possibility 1 
that some fans will refuse to pay 
the Olympic assessm ent; but, ac­ 
cording to a statem ent issued by the 
com m ittee, 
“experience w ith 
this 
basic plan in fund rai>ing for the 
cancelled 1940 Olympic gam es indi­ 
cated such refusals will be so rare 
as to be negligible”.
